There aren’t a lot of places where you can 
experience the excitement of cockroach 
racing or watch a woman kiss a pig. But 
you can find all this-plus monster 


vegetables—at state fairs this summer. 


he early Greeks, the ancient 
Romans, you name it—they all 
had fairs. The difference was, 
theirs didn’t feature Monster 
Truck Derbies. U.S. state fairs 
began in the mid-1800s as oppor- 
tunities for farmers to show off their best ani- 
mals and crops. As the fairs grew, they added 
scientific and industrial exhibits, and even 
more elaborate games and entertainment. 

And sometimes they added outright weird- 
ness. For example, the 1887 Texas State Fair 
featured a four-foot-tall model of the 
Washington Monument made out of human 
teeth. During the 1920s and ’30s, staged train 
wrecks were big attractions at state fairs. 
Workers laid tracks in front of a grandstand, 

backed up two locomotives, then raced them 

at each other head on. The engineers jumped 
off at the last minute. 

You won’t find train wrecks today, but 
state fairs still have plenty of activities you'd 
get in trouble for if you tried them at home. 

Take cow-chip throwing. Cow chips 
are what you don’t want to step on in a cow 


pasture, but dried out. In Oklahoma, they throw 
them for distance. Why? Blame the pioneers. 
When they moved to the Great Plains states, 
there weren’t enough trees to use for fuel. They 
burned dried cow chips instead. 

“When people went out to collect the chips for 
the winter, it became a family sport to see who 
could throw them into the wagon,” explains 
Beth Sherrill, one of the organizers of the 
World Championship Cow-Chip Throwing 
Contest. “Back then it was a contest of accura- 
cy, but now we compete in distance.” The 
world’s record cow-chip throw is 182 feet 3 
inches. 

Last year, Jerome Ewing, 12, won the Iowa 
youth cow-chip contest with a 126-foot throw. 
“After the contest,” he says, “friends asked 
me if cow chips were, like, still mushy, but 
they’re not. They put some stuff in them to 
make them hard.” 

Then there’s pig kissing. This year, 
Colorado holds its second annual Kiss-A-Pig 
contest, a fund-raising event in which two 
local celebrities kiss a pig. 

Lisa Lyden, a TV news anchor, was one of 
last year’s lucky participants. “At first 1 
didn’t want to do it,” she says. “The pig was 
furry and stinky. It squealed the whole 
time. It’s not the best kiss I ever had.” 

Pigs are probably the most popular 
state-fair animal. Pig racing has swept
